„ - LINE NORTH OF MUKDEN 

Part of Oyama’s Army Has Closed One of Avenues ky Which Kooro- 
patkis Hoped to Reach Tie Pass-Awful Caroage-The Japanese 
Losses Are Estimated at 50,000-Total Casualties During 
Battle Will Probably Eiceed 100,000. 


200 cavalry and 100 lufuntry, formed a 
great circle cm the outskirts of Siniuln- 
tin. The brnrwed and stem-featured 
Chinese (Unmounted and held their gaily 
trapped and *haggy ponies. The men 
were armed to the teeth with long rifles 
aud Mauser pistol’s. The infantry was 
mostly turboned. but many wore Rus¬ 
sian cap*.

“The Licuteoant-Oovemor-ln-Couueil 
may, from time to time, by ordar-ln-coun¬ 
cil in that behalf, exempt Indians, and 
persons in the habit of dealing with In¬ 
dians. in the northern and northeasterly 
portions of the province from any of the ' 
provisions of this act which may be j 
specified in sueh order-in-council.’* 

Tho following section of the amend- 
nient of 1902 i* repealed: 

“Any person shooting on enclosed J 
lands on Run day without the permission | 
of the owner or occupant shall be liable | 
to a penalty not exceeding $80 for each j 
offence.” k
